ie and Fiat cars to four world's rec­ 
ords. 
After his third attempt, Oldheld, 
in his 300-horsepower Christie Spec­ 
ial, flashed under the wire for a new 
mile record. 
His time for this dis­ 
tance was 46 1-4 seconds. This beats 
his old record established last Christ­ 
mas by 3-20 of a second. 
The three

four mile records 
were the next to fall before Barney. 
In his Fiat car be reeled off the form­ 
er distance in 2:25 2-5, beating Louis 
IMsbrow’» record of 2:27 81-100. 
The new record established for the 
four-mile distance was 3:13 2-5, and 
for five miles 4:03 1-5 seconds. These 
two latter records were formerly held 
by lxniis Diabrow. 
A crack, at least a foot wide, in the 
crank case of the Fiat was responsible 
for Oldfield's appearance at the end. 
The oil scped out and was sent back 
at Barney with every revolution of 
the engine.
